Major Gladstone Murray, a Canad- 
jan who has risen to very high rank 
in the British Broadeastiig Corpora- 
tion, has been repeatedly mentioned 
for the new post. It is not yet clear 
whether he would be available, 

Of course the mere change of man- 
agement will not transform Canadian 
broadcasting into a close copy of Bri- 
tish broadcasting overnight, even if 
that were desirable, Canadian cor 
poration will be laced with a complete 
ly different situation, In Canada there 
are still numerous private broadcast 
ing sations, and while it is proposed 
to gradually absorb these, excepi for 
the very small ones, into the national 
system, they will continue for some 
time to be ab important factor, Meau- 
time, the recommendations of the 
committee are that programs issued 
by private stations should be under 
the supervision of the new corpora: 
tion.. 

The government has already intima: 
ted that the committee’s report was 
acceptable and that the changes would 
be made, 

The principle of national ownership 
of the radio broadcasting machinery 
was endorsed and reaffirmed by the 
committee, It was urged that steps be 
taken to improve and extend the pre- 
sent Canadian coverage, Realizing 
that the grant which the commission 
has been receiving out of the federal 
treasury has not been adequate tor 
the building of as many new stations 
as are needed, the committee advised 
that the new corporation should be 
empowered to borrow up to £509,000 
from the federa) government for such 
a purpose, 

If the corporation is set up as re- 
commended, it will be free from party 
control in the matter of the engage-
